Ask  any  student  where  the  hub  of  activity  is 
on  campus,  and  they  will  tell  you  the  Kehr 
Union  or  KUB  for  short.  The  Union  serves  as 
the  social  center  and  often  the  study  center  of 
a  student's  life. 

The  Kehr  Union  is  equiped  with  a  four  lane 
bowling  alley,  snackbar,  sectional  multipur- 
pose rooms,  two  lounges,  and  numerous  of- 
fices. Some  of  the  services  provided  are  a 
bank,  mail  room,  and  nurses"  station. 

Some  of  the  activities  going  on  range  from 
aerobics  to  pinball,  cultural  events  to  pool, 
watching  television  to  just  talking  in  the 
snackbar.  The  student  publications  are  found 
in  the  Union  as  well  as  the  radio  station.

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Andruss  at  Work  and  Play 

Get  a  book!  Plan  your  social  calendar!  Come  to 
Andruss  Library!  While  most  college  libraries  are 
used  as  a  place  to  study  and  do  research,  BSC 
students  have  been  innovative  and  use  the  library 
for  these  purposes  and  also  as  a  social  meeting 
place.  And  why  not?  Everyone  needs  a  break  while 
cramming  for  tests  and  finishing  those  papers. 

However,  1982  has  not  been  all  fun  and  games  for 
the  Andruss  Library.  Problems  have  arisen  with 
funding  and  space.  The  last  few  years  have  seen  a 
dramatic  decrease  in  the  number  of  newspapers 
and  other  periodicals  available  to  readers.  This  has 
been  due  mostly  to  a  lack  of  funding.  Also,  much 
needed  rearrangements  have  cut  the  amount  of 
seating  available  to  the  consternation  of  students 
who  like  to  do  their  work  in  the  library. 

The  staff  at  Andruss  has  been  doing  their  best  in 
trying  to  facilitate  the  library  users'  needs  and  BSC 
students  commend  them  for  their  work. 
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Learning  —  Form  and  Feeling 
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Learning  —  frustrating,  challenging,  excit- 
ing, stimulating,  boring  .  .  .  these  feelings  are 
experienced  by  all  students.  As  much  as  we 
complain  about  all  the  time  we  put  into  our 
studies,  we  realize  that  it  will  all  pay  off  in  the 
future.  Our  education  will  serve  us  well  in  not 
just  doing  our  jobs  better,  but  in  coping  with 
life  in  the  "real  world"  better. 

Learning  can  take  many  forms.  It  may  be 
studying  texts  in  a  favorite  spot  or  practicing 
scales  and  chords  on  a  piano  in  Haas.  Learn- 
ing can  be  "simple"  as  looking  at  and  observ- 
ing the  structure  of  the  skeleton  or  just  listen- 
ing and  taking  notes  during  a  lecture. 

BSC  provides  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
places  to  learn.  We  have  good  professors, 
well-kept  facilities,  and  a  beautiful  outdoor 
environment.  The  years  spent  at  BSC  learn- 
ing are  among  the  happiest  in  our  lives. 
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Waiting  forever  to  get  a  terminal,  short 
hours,  and  many  frustrated  people,  are  pop- 
ular characteristics  of  the  computer  center  at 
BSC.  A  limited  number  of  terminals,  and  the 
increasing  demand  for  computer  courses, 
caused  many  problems  in  the  computer  cen- 
ter located  in  Ben  Franklin.  In  the  near  future 
these  problems  will  hopefully  be  solved  by 
expanding  the  system  and  installing  new  ter- 
minals. 

The  computer  center  is  utilized  by  many  dif- 
ferent areas  on  campus.  It  serves  academic, 
administrative,  and  research  communities  on 
campus.  Scheduling  by  students  is  totally  re- 
lied upon  by  the  system.  Science  students 
also  use  it  to  correct  their  lab  experiments. 

The  system,  UNIVAC  1100-21  has  a  main 
memory  storage  of  one  million  characters  of 
information.  BASIC,  COBOL,  FORTRAN, 
and  ASSEMBLER  are  typical  examples  of 
languages  used  on  this  system.

Quest  is  a  program  for  and  about  people, 
with  its  emphasis  on  participating  and  trying. 
It  is  learning  through  doing  that  helps  individ- 
uals enjoy  and  utilize  their  hidden  human  po- 
tential. 


Quest  courses  are  open  to  everyone  sixteen 
and  above;  both  students  and  the  community 
are  encouraged  to  get  involved.  Reasonable 
rates,  along  with  provided  equipment,  make 
these  recreational  opportunities  hard  to  pass 
up. 


Quest  offered  activities  like  sky  diving  in  Ha- 
zleton,  cross  country  skiing  in  Crystal  Lakes, 
rock  climbing  in  Mocanaqua,  canoeing  and 
rafting  on  the  Lehigh  River,  spelunking, 
backpacking,  and  creative  leadership  work- 
shops. 
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Building  Body  and  Spirit 
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BSC  students  don't  spend  all  their 
time  worrying  about  academics. 
Most  like  to  spend  some  of  their 
time  exercising  —  keeping  their  bo- 
dies and  their  spirits  fit.  Indoors  or 
outdoors,  students  can  be  seen  exer- 
cising anywhere  on  campus.  Many 
jog,  play  basketball,  play  tennis, 
throw  frisbee,  swim  at  Nelson  or 
Centennial,  dance  to  aerobic  music, 
or  play  street  hockey  on  the  Tri- 
level  .  .  . 
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Street  hockey  at  the  Tri-level  —  a 
way  to  build  genuine  team  spirit  as 
well  as  keeping  the  body  fit.  This 
past  spring  there  were  seventeen 
street  hockey  teams;  each  working 


actively  together.  Hockey  was  not 
only  a  sport  for  the  participants,  but 
became  a  real  social  event  at  BSC 
with  hundreds  of  spectators  cheer- 
ing on  their  favorite  teams. 
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Academics

"Quality  education"  has  been  the  theme  of  the  McCormick  admin- 
istration in  the  past,  but  educational  quality  of  BSC  was  one  of  the 
prime  concerns  of  faculty  and  administration  this  year  as  the 
economic  crunch  put  a  squeeze  on  everyone's  budget,  including 
the  college's.  Even  though  the  college's  spending  was  curtailed  in 
some  areas,  we  have  received  a  quality  education  that  we  can  all 
be  very  proud  of. 

However,  our  education  doesn't  only  include  what  we  have 
learned  in  our  classrooms,  but  also  encompasses  our  interpersonal 
interactions  with  other  students,  staff,  faculty,  and  administrators.

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The  1981  Field  Hockey  season  proved  to  be  a 
great  success  for  the  BSC  Huskies  and  coach  Jan 
Hutchinson.  They  closed  their  season  in  November 
with  an  overall  record  of  19-4-2.  Their  victories 
included  second  place  finishes  in  the  Trenton  State 
and  PSAC  tournaments,  first  place  in  the  Regional 
tournament  and  the  first  ever  Women's  National 
Title  at  BSC. 

The  Huskies  opened  their  season  at  Trenton  State, 
bringing  home  from  the  tournament  a  second  place 
finish.  They  went  on  to  win  ten  of  the  next  twelve 
games,  earning  a  third  place  seed  in  the  PSAC 
tournament  held  at  Slippery  Rock.  The  Huskies 
beat  second  seed  Millersville  to  play  in  the  finals; 
however,  lost  to  first  place  Lock  Haven  1-0,  to 
finish  second  in  the  state.  Returning  to  BSC. 
Bloomsburg  lost  and  tied  the  final  game  of  the 
season. 

Their  record  of  13-4-2  was  good  enough  to  get 
them  a  fourth  seed  in  the  EAIAW  Mid-Athlantic 
Regional  Hockey  Championships  held  at  Glassboro 
State  College  in  New  Jersey.

Nyad  is  a  full-time  commentator  with  ABC 
Sports  announcing  a  broad  range  of  events 
covered  by  the  Wide  World  of  Sports.  But, 
she  is  also  considered  to  be  the  greatest  long- 
distance swimmer  in  the  world.  From  1969  to 
1979  she  competed  in  races  down  the  Nile, 
across  the  Great  Lakes,  and  in  dozens  of  bo- 
dies of  water  throughout  the  world,  in  1979 
she  swam  89  miles  from  the  Bahamas  to  Ju- 


piter, Florida,  the  longest  swim  in  history. 

Originally,  the  marathon  swim  was  scheduled 
from  Cuba  to  Florida,  but  her  attempt  failed 
because  of  bad  weather  and  a  poor  naviga- 
tor." 

She  says  that  the  same  determination  and 
discipline  she  used  as  a  swimmer  will  help  her 
become  the  best  commentator.

BSC  Controversial  Concerns 


Tuition  Hike  Rescinded 


During  Christmas  break,  Pennsylvania's  state  colleges  and  university  re- 
ceived an  unexpected,  unpleasant  Christmas  gift;  a  tuition  hike  of  $75.00 
for  the  spring  semester. 

Reasoning  for  the  rise  in  tuition  was  attributed  to  delinquent  salaries  to 
faculty.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Association  of  Pennsylvania  State  Col- 
leges and  University  Faculties  (APSCUF),  faculty  members  filed  a  civil  suit 
against  the  State  College  and  University  Directors  (SCUD).  In  December, 
1981,  the  suit  was  settled  in  favor  of  APSCUF. 

During  spring  registration,  the  Commonwealth  Association  of  Students 
(CAS)  lobbied  at  BSC.  They  petitioned  students,  parents,  and  faculty  for  a 
total  of  3500  signatures  for  their  cause.  Student  tension  was  at  an  all-time 
high.  Michelle  Kessler,  BSC's  CAS  coordinator,  said,  "Students  were  fired 
up  and  outraged  about  the  hike." 

Student  Solidarity  Day,  February  1 1 ,  proved  to  be  one  of  the  biggest  events 
at  BSC  for  this  year,  and  possibly  for  years  to  come.  Miss  Kessler;  Karen 
Chawaga,  CCA  president;  Dr.  Larry  Jones,  Vice  President/administration; 
Tom  Gordon,  student  representative/board  of  trustees;  held  a  press  confer- 
ence in  the  Kehr  Union.  Over  500  students  attended  a  campus  rally  carry- 
ing signs  and  plaquards  voicing  their  opposition  to  the  tuition  hike.  The  rally 
attained  local  and  state  wide  recognition  in  the  news  media. 

By  February  22,  months  of  hard  work  paid  off.  The  State  Supreme  Court 
ordered  a  temporary  injunction  against  the  SCUD  tuition  increase.  On 
February  24,  the  SCUD  board,  rescinded  the  $75.00  increase. 


Bomb  Threats  Plague  Campus  Security 


What  do  Hartline  Bakeless,  Sutliff,  Centennial,  Old  Science,  Northumber- 
land, and  Luzerne  have  in  common?  They  were  the  sites  of  several  bomb 
threats  which  plagued  BSC  this  year. 

The  first  of  23  threats,  was  received  in  November,  and  the  threats  contin- 
ued until  late  April. 

According  to  Dr.  Frank  Davis,  Assistant  Vice  President  of  Administration,  a 
system  of  tracing  calls  was  placed  on  a  random  selection  of  dormitory 
phones.  As  a  result,  two  male  dorm  students  were  charged  with  two  sepa- 
rate bomb  threats.  This  being  a  federal  offense,  the  students  face  a  maxi- 
mum penalty  of  five  years  in  prison  and/or  a  $10,000.00  fine. 
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At  no  time  were  any  bombs  found  in  any  of  the  campus  locations.  However, 
the  college  pranks  disrupted  exams,  classes,  and  activities  causing  ill-feel- 
ings among  students  and  faculty. 
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Landis  Named  Head  Football  Coach 


George  J.  Landis,  assistant  coach  at  Dart- 
mouth College  for  the  last  four  years  and 
former  defensive  back  at  Penn  State  Univer- 
sity, was  named  head  football  coach  at  BSC 
on  January  13.  He  replaced  R.  Clark  Boler, 
the  head  coach  for  the  past  two  years. 

Landis,  32,  a  native  of  Linwood,  New  Jersey, 
helped  guide  Dartmouth  to  an  Ivy  league  co- 
championship  with  Yale  this  season  and 
worked  with  the  Big  Green  defense  that  led 
the  entire  ECAC,  in  team  defense,  allowing 
just  13.7  points  per  game. 

Dartmouth  veteran  head  coach  Joe  Yukica 
commented,  "Among  the  young  coaches  that 
1  have  come  across  in  my  experience,  I  re- 
gard him  as  one  with  very  high  potential  to  be 
a  head  football  coach  at  the  college  level.  I'll 
go  one  step  further  and  say  that  a  better  head 


coach  prospect  will  be  difficult  to  find." 

The  new  coach  lettered  for  three  years  at 
Penn  State  and  played  in  the  1969  and  1970 
Orange  Bowls  in  the  Nittany  Lions'  defensive 
backfield.  In  1970  he  was  named  to  the  All- 
East  defensive  team  and  was  also  honored  as 
South  Jersey's  College  "Athlete  of  the 
Year."  He  went  to  Penn  State  from  Mainland 
Regional  High  School  in  Linwood  where  he 
was  a  varsity  starter  for  all  four  years  and 
gained  All-American  honors.  He  also  played 
varsity  basketball  for  three  years  and  base- 
ball for  four  years. 

Joe  Paterno,  head  coach,  Penn  State,  com- 
mented on  the  appointment,  "George  Landis 
is  one  of  the  brightest  young  coaches  in  the 
East.  He  has  been  successful  in  everything  he 
has  done.   Based   on  his  versatile   athletic 
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background  and  his  commitment  to  football,  1 
feel  very  confident  that  he  will  be  successful 
at  Bloomsburg  State  College." 

His  coaching  experience  started  at  Penn 
State  where  he  assisted  on  the  Nittany  Lions' 
staff  while  earning  his  graduate  degree.  He 
was  defensive  backfield  coach  at  Villanova 
and  Cornell  Universities  before  taking  a  head 
coaching  position  at  Mainland  Regional  High 
School,  where  he  served  for  two  years.  In 
1978  he  joined  the  Dartmouth  coaching  staff 
as  defensive  backfield  coach. 

The  new  coach,  who  received  a  unanimous 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  began  his 
duties  at  the  start  of  the  Spring  semester. 


Concert  Committee  Schedules 
Unsuccessful  Bands 


The  concert  committee  scheduled  Ian  Hunter  and  Gary  U.S.  Bonds  for  a 
September  engagement  in  Haas  Auditorium.  In  late  October,  the  concert 
committee  provided  Todd  Rundgren  and  Utopia.  However,  student  atten- 
dence  was  poor  and  less  than  half  the  expected  amount  of  tickets  were  sold. 

Reasons  for  low  attendance  were  voiced  as:  bands  were  not  appealing  to 
the  majority  of  BSC  students;  high  cost  of  tickets;  poor  scheduling.  On  the 
defense,  the  concert  committee  claimed  that  bands  which  might  have  sold 
more  tickets,  were  not  touring  and  band  prices  were  out  of  BSC's  range.
